Much has been talked and many laws
made, but little has been done towards prac-
lieal game protection in this sectlion of the
world. Small game of all kinds, which a
few years ago was very plentiful, is fast
belng thinned out, and the prospect is that
In & very short time western sportsmen will
have to content themselves with a very
moderate bag. I know I run counter to a
good deal of written opinion when I state
my belief that to about 99 per cent of our
sportsmen  the antleipation and realization
of a good bag Is the dominant pleasure of
their outing, but I get the bellef from a very
varled acquaintance.

Howeyer, 1 belleve that fully the same
per cent of our shooters would be glad to
pee some declded steps taken to protect our
game. I think laws can be framed that wifl
do this, and will have the good will and
support of the entire community, and their
enforcement be, therefore, a comparatively
pasy matter,

In the states where I am acqualnted with
the situation game laws are practically dis-
regarded; there are occasional complaints
made and rarer convictions, and these com-
plaints are oftener the result of some per-
sonal malice or local prejudice rather than
the proper enforcement of a popular law.
From what I read and hear this is the
situation thronghout the western states
today. All kinds of laws have been placed
on the slatute books, but the game still
grows scarcer, and it seems to me to be a
case of kill or cure, and demands herole

For answer, the
officlal can polnt with pride to the miles
vpon miles of unfinished roadways, hundreds
of cases of road hogism unpunished, and the
gay cavaleade of class B racing men He
knows that there are a few racing men who
come out openly and above board and ride
for the good, cold ducats. These cannot join
the League of American Wheelmen, He
knows that thera are hundreds of racing
men making thelr living out of bleyele
racing who can, under the broad wings of
clags B, recelve the protection of the League
of American Wheelmen, They are in truth
professional only under cover., To the
casual observer there I8 no difference.
Either banish class B or iet down the bars
and admit the ‘“‘professionals,” or make
racing & slde lssue and devole the energy
to the mass of cyclists who want good roads,
an end of hogism and a protective body that
benefits the wheelmen at large,
